After graduation from elementary 
school, he continued studying and 
won a scholarship to a Normal Col- 
lege. This eventually led to Oxford

being a reporter, not just a prisoner 
of war. So he learned Italian, trans- 
lated the news broadcasts that the 
prisners were allowed to hear, and 
put out a full-fledged daily news- 
paper for his fellow prisoners. 


Moved to Germany 


After the Allied invasion ‘of Italy, 
the prisoners were moved by rail 
to Germany. A hundred men were 
put in one old cattle car and given 
no food, water or air for long pe- 
riods of time. After three unsuc- 
cessful attempts to escape, he 
finally got away, but was at length 
recaptured five miles from the 
Swiss frontier and placed in a Ger- 
man camp for captured American 
officers. They were fed almost 
nothing — tiny slices of “black, 
sour, mouldy, greenish bread” and 
ersatz soup made of rotted carrots 
and dehydrated weeds—were given 
no educational or recreational fa- 
cilities, and received “almost no 
coal and only “wafer-thin” blankets, 
although the temperature often 
ranged from thirty to sixty degrees 
below zero, 

Allen went on to stress that, al- 
though the American prisoners may 
look thin and tired after an experi- 
ence in a German prison camp, not 
one man has iost his high morale 
and the truly “American” spirit 
that he has always possessed. The

American Red Cross was the most 
important factor in this attitude. 
The thought that is continually in 
the mind of each prisoner is, 
“Thank God for the American Red 
Cross.” After giving some details 
of the immense help and relief this 
organization affords, he said, “If it 
weren't for the Red Cross, I would 
probably not be here talking to you 
tonight!” After almost giving up 
hope of getting out before the war’s 
end, the German Commandant in- 
formed him one morning last May 
that he was to leave for the United 
States in a very few days. After a 
comparatively luxurious trip on the 
Gripsholm, he finally did arrive 
home, safe from Nazi domination. 


Education of Nazi Youth 


Mr, Allen emphasized that in Ger- 
many there is a “large reservoir of 
hate” built up against the Ameri- 
cans. From the ages of six to four- 
teen, Germans are trained in the 
art of war and of killing until mass 
annihilation and scientific warfare 
become the center of all Nazi 
thought and actions. They are 
being trained as the “Avengers of 
the Future” and are taught to hate 
America above all other nations be- 
cause they are told, and they be- 
lieve it, that no one has a right to 
live unless he is a German. We are, 
above all, responsible for the pro: 
longation of this mighty conflict. 
When babies learn to talk in Ger- 
many, .there are four words that 
must, under penalty of law, be 
spoken before any others. They are 
“Seig heil, heil Hitler.” This is Nazi 
Germany of the next twenty-five 
years. All Germans are convinced 
that, although Germany may lose 
the present war by force of arms, 
they are eventually bound to win 
and to conquer the world, whether 
by a skillfully planned negotiated 
peace or by a slow and gradual re- 
building of German power. 

“At present,” Allen stated, “there 
are no good Germans in Germany.” 
If there ever were, he claims, they 
have either left the country, or they 
are now dead. Therefore, when we 


j/enter Germany, we must not be 


softhearted, as we were after the 
last war. We must treat the Ger- 
mans the way they have treated us 
—with cold steel. Otherwise, ‘In 
1965, we will again be at war with 
Germany.” Mr. Allen said that it is 
his fervent hope, and the hope of 
most of his fellow prisoners that 
‘the Russian Army gets to Berlin 
first.” A brutal force must be used 
in wiping out Nazism in Germany, 
and Allen does not believe the 
Americans capable of exerting this 
force. If the Germans are not 
strictly watched and guarded for 
the next twenty-five years, they are 
sure to band together and prepare 
for a third World War. If necessary 
the present generation of Nazis 
must be scattered over the face of 
the earth tto prevent them from or- 
ganizing once more as a party. 
Allen concluded his talk dra- 
matically and effectively by speak- 
ing of the United States as “the 
only place in the world where a 
person may still look up to Heaven 
and thank God for life, liberty, and | 
the pursuit of happiness.”

PENINSULA BASE SECTION, 
Italy—To visit Pisa and of course 
the Leaning Tower that everyone 
associates with Pisa has been the 
dream of many an American. 

To a company of WACS stationed 
in northern Italy the dream. has 

ecome true and T/4 Cecile Poisson, 
local girl, was among them. Sta- 
tioned not too far from the an- 
cient and historic city of Pisa their 
first day off was used to visit the 
city and climb the stairs to the 
tower and look out over the city on 
the Arno. 

Started in 1174 by Bonanno the 
six galleried tower is crowned by 
a belfry that does not lean but is 
almost vertical and straight with 
the world. 

During the building of the tower 
in the twelfth century, the ground 
on one side gave way, causing the 
slant to the tower. The architect, 
of course, noticed the slant but 
purposely refused to rebuild and 
kept on with the lean that has 
made the Tower one of the archi- 
tectural wonders of the world. Thir- 
teen feet out of the perpendicular 
the tower climbs to a height of 179 
feet. 


The WACS have found that Pisa 
has many other world famous at- 
tractions besides the familiar 
tower. In the same area is the 
beautiful cathedral of Roman 
esque and Gothic design. Close to 
the tower is the Baptistery with 
the Gothic ornaments probably the 
work of Pisa’s own Nicola and Gio- 
vanni, The twelfth century walls 
that protected’ Pisa from the Flor- 
entines, furnish the age old back- 
ground for the area that Annunzio 
called “The Field of Miracles.” 


As one wanders down the prom- 
enades of the gentle Arno, one sees 
the results of modern warfare in 
the piles of debris but already men 
and machinery are busy removing 
the scars of war and restoring the 
charm that was Pisa’s. WACS, on 
their day off, enjoy the walk along 
the Arno and find the same beauty 
that thrilled Shelley and Byron. 


A NINTH AIR FORCE FIGHTER- 
BOMBER BASE, France—Sergeant 
Robert J. Dunn, whose wife, the

“The group was further success- 
ful,” the citation continues, “in 
seeking out, strafing and bombing 
defenses that were impeding the 
advances of our ground forces, 
Seven missions were dispatched by 
the group that day to strike a 
staggering, blow ito the enemy’s 
armored vehicles and motor trans- 
port, disrupting and battering the 
German defenses.” 

Set. Dunn has maintained P-47s 
for the famous “Thunder Bums” 
squadron through England, France 
and Belgium since coming overseas 
more itthan 15 months ago. 

A letter from Bob Hinman thanked 
the Andover Servicemen’s Fund 
for their Christmas package, His 
letter was very interesting and 
follows in part: “For the past nine 
months I have had a very pleasant 
assignment with the 145th Army 
Airways Communication System. I 
have had frequent opportunities to 
visit in Honolulu, 

“Last August and September I 
saw a great deal of Ensign Donald 
Cole, a very staunch friend of 
mine since the second grade in 
Andover. -We had a total of about 
five weeks together. More revently 
I have been fortunate in running 
into my brother, Roger, a lieuten- 
ant in the Navy.” 

Sgt. Francis W. Bolsch is with 
the 291st Infantry in Germany. He 
writes that he enjoys getting his

WITH THB FIFTH ARMY, Italy 
—Private Gerard C. Morel, son of 
Mrs, Arcelia Morel, 4 Iceland road, 
who came to Italy as a replacement, 
is serving in an infantrv unit that 
utilized every conceivable means 
of winter warfare in combatting the 
Germans on the Fifth Army moun- 
tain front during the winter just 
ended. ; 


He is a member of the 337th 
“Wolverine” Regiment of the 85th 
“Custer” Division. 


The regiment used many ingeni- 
ous devices, even evacuating the 
wounded by sled and ski-equipped 
littenbearers. 


Widemen, hastening to locate 
breaks in communications lines, 
traveled on snowshoes while other 
trouble shooters used skiis. The 
conversion of skiis to toboggans for 
transporting supplies also was a 
common practice. 


During the winter months, many 
members of the regiment lived in 
igloos and sentries often gave the 
appearance of snow dummies. 


Installations were shielded by 
white camouflage blending with 
the snow-covered background of 
the Apennine Mountain peaks. In- 
fantrymen, garbed in white parkas, 
ltuddled close to the frozen ground 
to receive last minute briefings be- 
fore departing on nightly patrols 
in search of similarly clad enemy 
ski troops, with whom clashes oc- 
eurred frequently. 


Between battles, the “snowboys” 
of the regiment, commanded by 
Colonel Oliver W. Hughes, held 
classes jn skiing on snow-crusted 
mountain slopes, within rifle range 
of a perplexed foe. This, coupled 
with individual improvisation of 
winter sports, proved excellent di- 
version for the men who fought in 
white.

These pamphlets are available in 
several public buildings to the citi- 
zens of Andover. 


The Tree Warden hopes to find 
out the reaction of the public to 
such information and in what way 
such a pamphlet could be improved 
to help citizens realize many things 
they could do to improve their 


trees and control many injuries 
insects. 
What knowledge the Tree 


Warden has gained in shade tree 
care and the care of public shade 
trees has been due to actual experi- 
ence, contact with many experi- 
enced tree men and to the study 
of shade tree and forestry prob- 
lems.

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Two New Exhibits at 
Addison Gallery 


Supplementing a group of Tche- 
litchew drawings, there are at the 
Addison Gallery two new exhibi- 
tions, one of colored reproductions 
of Pablo Picasso’s war-time work, 
and another of representative 
American architecture photo- 
graphed in all Tts periods. 


The Picasso reproductions are 
among the first representatives of 
the painter’s war period to reach 
this country, and as such are the 
first indications of any advances 
that he may have made. In the past 
forty years Picasso's style has pro- 
gressed from a generally conven- 
tional one to something perhaps 
caused by the attempt to reproduce 
not the subject but ideas pertain- 
ing to the subject and the sub- 
ject’s position in space. In this emo- 
tional style, his present work has 
not drastically changed from can- 
vasses done just before the war, 
despite the tremendous upheaval 
caused by the struggle. 

The reproductions at the Gallery 
fall into two main groups: those 
whose organization depends on 
color, and certain others in which 
the distortion of natural forms s 
heightened by the comparatively 
dull coloring. These last seem to 
be attempts to capture the gro- 
tesqueness and the horror of war. 

The sixteen pictures were lent 
by Mrs. G. C. Waterston, wife of 
an R. A. F. officer stationed in 
Paris. They represent only a small 
fraction of Picasso’s war-time 
work, which he carried on not only 
in. painting but in drawing and 
sculpture as well. Picasso’s work 
is also having political repercus- 
sions since the painter has stood as

setting fire to its cargo of high explosives and aviation gasoline, during 
unloading operations at a Sicily beachhead, Fred A.’ Anderson, able 
seaman, dropped into the hold and extinguished the blaze in the 
ammunition.

Oswald Tower, dean of the fac- 
ulty at Phillips Academy, has been 
re-elected to the position of editor 
of the Official Basketball Guide.

During his college 
term Williams twice won the cham+ 
pionship college quintet in New 
England and defeated the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota team when that 
outfit won the Big Ten title. 


The well-known athlete graduat- 
ed in 1907, and from that time un- 
til 1910 he coached and taught at 
Wilbraham academy. In 1910 he 
came to Andover and was head 
coach of basketball for two years, 
assisted with baseball and football, 
and was also an instructor in math- 
ematics. 

Mr. Tower has written an exer- 
cise book in algebra, and he is 
chairman of the board of examin- 
ers in mathematics for the Second- 
ary Education Board; a trustee of 
Lawrence academy, and in 1912 
was elected a member of the Na- 
tional Intercollegiate basketball 
committee, and to the editorship of 
the Guide in 1914. 

As the editorship of the Guide 
exacts the greatest care and ac- 
curacy, it is one of the highest 
tributes to his worth that he has 
been the editor for 31 years. The 
continuation of hig duties year af- 
ter year as editor gives ample proof 
that he has performed the duties to 
the complete satisfaction of the 
publishers and basketball. author- 
ities. 

In 1915 he was elected editor of 
the joint basketball committee and 
official interpreter of the rules of 
the gamie. He is an honorary niem- 
ber for life of the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Basketball Association, 
the New England Association of 
Football Officials and the Bastern 
Association of College Football Of- 
ficials. He retired in 1933 as an ac- 
itive official after 25 years of good 
and faithful service to the game.
